TEXT C. 

SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH IN THE AREA SHALL BE CARRIED OUT EXCLU- 
SIVELY FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES, FOT THE BENEFIT OF MANKIND 
AS AWHOLE, IRRESPECTIVE OF THE GROGRAPHICAL LOCATION OF 
STATES, WHETHER COASTAL OR LANDLOCKED, AND TAKING INTO 
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PARTICULAR CONSIDERATION THE INTERESTS AND NEEDS OF 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES.
